New York,.Tune 14.—President Schur- 
m an of the Philippine commission, is 
expected to gather some valuable infor­ 
m ation in his proposed visit to the dif­ 
ferent islands of the archipelago, says a 
W ashington correspondent of The T ri­ 
bune. 
W hile not much is known in 
W ashington of his purposes, the under­ 
standing is th at he desires to inform 
himself of the conditions elsewhere than 
in Luzon, before returning 
to 
the 
U nited States. 
In the bushw hacking of Aguinaldo 
and his followers around Manila, which 
makes American m ilitary operations 
necessary, the fact is generally over­ 
looked th at other parts of the archipela­ 
go have accepted American authority 
unreservedly and th at no trouble is an­ 
ticipated in establishing governm ent 
there. 
It is a curious circum stance th at 
the favorable conditions are said to ex­ 
ist in the Balu group. 
President Schur- 
man has not indicated definitely w hether 
it is his intention to visit this group,but 
the supposition is that he desires to learn 
the situation there. 
In March General Otis reported th at 
tho Spanish garrison was still m aintain­ 
ed in the group, but this was a tempo­ 
rary arrangem ent, and the garrison was 
expected to retire later. 
The Sulus are Mohammedans, but they 
are said to be the most favorable to 
American authority, and w ith proper 
encouragem ent they are likely to prove 
tractable. 
Both American naval and 
m ilitary officers in the Philippines have 
w ritten interestingly of the prospects in 
this part of the archipelago. 
They huve 
been alm ost unanimous in the opinion 
that although the people are M ohamme­ 
dans’there weie few difficulties in the 
way of assim ilating to American insti­ 
tutions 
Prof. W orcester, during his residence 
in the Philippines, spent some tim e 
among the Sulus, but the other mem­ 
bers of the civil commission have had 
no opportunity to learn by jiersonal in­ 
vestigation, w hat the prospects art*. 
The reports have been uniform in say­ 
ing th at the sultan was anxious for 
Am erican protection. Spanish authority, 
while never established throughout the 
islands, was nominally acknowledged. 
The sultan is said to have some advanced 
ideas of civilization. 
T. H. 
Haynes, a British merchant, 
said th at the conditions attaching to the 
acquisition of the Sulu islands were dif­ 
ferent from those relating to the rem ain­ 
der of the Philippines, which had been 
in absolute possession of Spain. 
He j 
thought it was to the interest of the I 
U nited States to establish a system of 
governm ent which would be productive I 
of harm ony between the inhabitants of : 
the islands and their protector. 
In do- I 
ing this the prosperity o f the natives 
and the personal welfare of the sultan 
and the chiefs were all to be considered. 
U nder the shadowy Spanish dominion 
the sultan a t various times indicated his 
desire for a British protectorate. 
He 
was anxious to have the rich lands 
opened up by plantations and interna­ 
tional trade increased. 
He also wanted 
a Staten subsidy for his own property to 
be guarded by the protectorate flower. 
There is nothing to this programme
